II The objects of the Union are to advocate and uphold 
the Teliqiona rights and pnviUgea of Hindus, rouse Hindu 
national feeling, create Itioda national unitv and promote 
Umda improvement in general The first mentioned object 
sboald be the principal object of the Samiti, nothing being so 
important to Hindus as religion The circnmstance that, m 
the Burning Ghat Agitation to Calcutta in the time of Babu 
Hamgopal Ghoso and the recent Great Contempt Case Agita 
tion caused by tbo itapnsonment of Baba Sarendra Kath 
Bansrjee Enghsh-cdocated Htodos and Brahmos or Tbcistio 
Hindus, who disbelieve la idolatry, tided with idolatrous 
Hindus, shoivcd that religion u the dearest concern of the 
Hindus and vvbcu caotoavhmeQt is made on the religious 
righU and privileges oE one ecction of the community, the 
whole Gommuaity feels lihe one man on the snbioct. 
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out to thorn of worldly prt^ress and prosperity. Such 
union could be made on the basis of a common religion^ 
the common object of adontionofall Hindns being Brahma 
or Iswara, the diCerent godn and goddesses being but per- 
sonifications of bis attnbnteSj of common manners and 
customs and of common past glorious traditions, by means 
of wbicb last chiefly a £illen nation nses from its degraded 
condition It is to be highly regretted that such union 
could not be cSected witb our Mabommedan countrymen 
as tbeir religion, manners and customs and past traditions 
are different from oars, bat as they are the inhabitants of 
tbe same country with us and are onder Uie same sovereign, 
political anion can be effecled with them as was evidenced 
by tbe Great Contempt Case Agitation, the Bipon Demons- 
tration, the meetings of tbe Indian National Congress, 
and tne recent mass meetings in Bengal A sort of religious 
union can also be effected with them In the Contempt Case 
Agitation, Mahommedans sided with Hindus in protesting 
against what they thought to be an cncroacbment on the 
religious privileges of natives AMaulanof Patna was observ 
ed at tbe time tu preach against such encroachment Besides 
SQch co-operation, there can be no intimate union between 
Hindus and Unssnlmans on account of the caa«es mentioned 
above The Mossnlmans can have a National Association 
established on national principles of their own on the lines 
indicated below and both the Maha Hindu Samiti and the 
National Mabommedan Association can co-operate with 
each other in pohtJC^I agitation "We should not allow nabo- 
nality to stand in the way of cultivating love and good feel- 
ing towards our Mahomroedan brethren, nor the said love 


ind good feeling in that of performing onr most important 
duties to our own nation If we think it to be of the greatest 
importance to unite politically with Main nimcdans, and 


there can be no |wo voices with regard to tbe import-ince 
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S0rfi anion, let not nationality be an obstruction to tlio ejinff 
and if on tjje other hand, wo think the establishment o£ a 
Hindu National Society to bo of the greatest importance ta 
our own nation, let not regard for the said union stand in 
its way because charity b g'lns at home and we sbonJd aftenJ 
to the primary necessities of oor nation first of all IVe 
shcald la this nay try to harmonize all onr duties 

IV The Samiti will have a national banner* inscribed with 
The words Zstcarao matnlAuiai ’"God ao£lMo£her}and’'baring' 
the liLenesa of a lotus undemca’b and the words '‘Triumph Lo 
to the Sarafan DTiit'an** inscribed under the fiLeness of the 
lotas again The lotas in Hmda eyes is enhlematic of the 
creature force of the amverse and of dmne worship in thcr 
country It is connected with a thousand «acrcd associations of 
Hindu mythology It may be ngbtly deemed a St emblem 
of the country itself whose best fioral prodaction is this 
flower As the rose le the emblem of England, the thistle 
of SeollanJ, the shamrock of Ireland, and the lily of France, 
80 the lotus may rightly be deemed the national emblem 
of India The membera will lia« tbe words "/iwara o Ala 
iTilharx ’ with a likeness of the lotus underneath nnd the words 
‘ rnumpli bo to yj«afaa DharwZ* under the likeness of the 
lotus again inscribed on tbcir rings alsa The wearing of Each a 
ring will indicate that tho ircarcr is a member of tLo 
M'tha Hindu Sataiti 

V According to the Hindo view, all concerns of life 

being connected wiUi religion, the 2 Iabi Hindu Samitr 
si all besides rcbgjon, all top/c s rclatiog lo IZ/odn 
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improvement that isr all topics relating to the pliysi 
cal, intellectaal, moral, political agricaltural and indastnal 
good of India at its meetings Np sectarian religions discus- 
sion Tvill however be allowed Only snbjeets, relatinf' 
to the religious rights and privileges of Hindus in general, 
•will be deemed legitimate subjects of discussion on the 
subject of religion, there being no probability of such 
dwcussion givmg rise to any bitterness of feclmg As the 
question of social reformation is a gore and irritating 
cue m the Hindu commnnity, all di cus'^ion on this 
subject will be totally avoided except those relating to 
sanitation, temperance, edocation Ac Ac The subject of 
Hindu social reform should be left to the Hindu social 
reformer The above dtscn«sion on all subjects of Hindu 
improvement is to follow the delivery of discourses on tbo*© 
subjects
